N Id HEN St. Paz firſt Preached the Gofpel to 
\ theſe Galatians, he was Perſecuted' on all 
Hands, becauſe of his plain, practical and 
powerful Preaching ; but they were ſo far from liking 
him ever the worſe upon that account, that they nei- 
ther-deſpifed the Infirmity, nor rejected the Temptation 
which was in his Fleſh, but received him as an Angel of 
God, even as Chriſt Jeſus: Yea, and- they thought 
themſelves ſo extream Happy in his Miniſtry, that he 
himſelf bears them witneſs, that if it had been poſlible, 
they would have plucked out their own Eyes, and 
have given them to him ; as you have it at large in the 
Three Verſes that are immediately before my Text. 
But- now all of ,a ſudden. we find- a great Change in 
their AﬀeCtions ; their Love is turned into Hatred, and 
their preſent Enmity does equal, if not exceed their for- 
mer Friendſhip. And the reaſon: of it is this. There 
was in thoſe times a Sect of Men: called Gnofticks, who, 
though ttey were/ notorious for all manner of Lewwd- 
neſs- and Debauchery, did yet pretend to a greater mea- 
ſure of Knowledge than other Men, And theſe. Gno- 
ſticks handled the. word of God deceitfully, and made 
a Merthandize of the'Souls of Men, and thonght Gain 
to: be Gdodlineſs; and'as a-means to increaſe: their Par- 
ty, they tickled their itching Ears, and pleaſed their 
_ Fancies, / and preached -unto'them ſmooth things; Afﬀirm- 
ing, It was lawfv] to deny Chriſt in the- time of Perſe. 
-cution'z and conſequently, that they might {awfully de- 
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which is uſually eſteemed by ſome Men, a greater Per- 
ſecution than the loſs of Life. | For, how vſual is it to
